Police are looking for a suspect 
involved in a May 1 Romulus 
•home invasion, also believed to 
have burglarized a home in Taylor 
on the same date. 

The suspect is described as a 
white male, in his early to mid 20's, 
with short dark hair, a goatee beard 
and mustache, approximately 5 ' 6 
and 180 pounds. He was seen by 
witnesses driving a gray minivan 
with a black or dark blue-gray 
stripe down the middle. The van 
had a Michigan license plate of 
RTL 322, which is not currently 
registered to a vehicle. 

At a time prior to 4:15 a.m., the 
suspect broke into an occupied 
home, in the 9800 block of Roo¬ 
sevelt in the city of Taylor and stole 
a purse. After leaving the home, 
the suspect proceeded to an ATM 
located on Goddard Rd whereupon 


he tried to use the debit card he had 
taken from the stolen purse. Un¬ 
successful at withdrawing money 
from the account, the suspect left, 
but not before surveillance cameras 
had taken his picture. 

On the same morning, the sus¬ 
pect broke into a house on the 
13000 block of Inkster Road in Ro¬ 
mulus. At that time he took two 
handguns, a police badge, and sev¬ 
eral pieces of jewelry. 

The suspect was interrupted by a 
cleaning woman who had let her¬ 
self into the home during the bur¬ 
glary. Believing he was a relative, 
she asked him if anyone else was at 
home. The suspect answered 
telling her yes, that they were in the 
back. When she left the room, the 
suspect fled the home having al¬ 
ready placed several stolen items in 
the van before her arrival. 

At sometime between 10:00 
a.m. and 11:00 a.m. that morning, 
the suspect was seen on the 16800 
block of Beech Daly Rd in Taylor, 


where he discarded the Taylor vic¬ 
tim's purse.

Romulus Police are attempting to 
locate Leon Darryl Anderson, age 
21, from Detroit. Anderson is want¬ 
ed for the assault and attempted 
murder of James Lester, age 38 of 
Romulus. 

Officers were called to a resi¬ 
dence at Mountain Way and Teak at 
approximately 1:00 a.m. on May 1, 
after an alleged fight broke out be¬ 
tween Anderson and Lester. What 
began as an argument between the 
two men, quickly escalated to a vio¬ 
lent physical assault, ending when 
Lester was stabbed five times in the 
head, neck and chest. 

Trying to flee from the argument 
which had turned physical, Lester 
ran into the kitchen of his home, An¬ 
derson followed, at which time 
Lester grabbed a heavy pan and be¬ 
gan hitting Anderson in the head, 
drawing blood. Anderson continued 
to attack Lester in spite of his 
wounds, at which time witnesses 
state that Lester ran out of the home 
into the front yard. 

Witnesses saw Anderson take a 
knife from the kitchen and follow 
Lester into the front yard. Bleeding 
profusely from a wound in his head, 
Anderson attacked Lester knocking 
him to the ground. Screaming, "I'm 
going to kill you," Anderson al¬ 
legedly began stabbing Lester with 
the knife he had taken from Lester's 
kitchen, continuing to scream that he 
was going to kill him as he stabbed 
him repeatedly. 

At some point Anderson, believ¬ 
ing that he had killed Lester, got up 
and ran away. Romulus Police and 
paramedics arrived soon after, at 
which time Lester was transported 
to Annapolis Hospital where he was 
admitted for his injuries. 

Sgt. Jeffrey Keefer, Romulus PD, 
began an investigation and received 


a warrant authorized by the Wayne 
County Prosecutor's office on An¬ 
derson, charging him with assualt 
with attempt to murder.

Further discussions were made 
concerning the 2002/2003 Romulus 
Fiscal Year Budget at a regular Ro¬ 
mulus City Council meeting. May 6. 

Due to debt in the state govern¬ 
ment and a declining local and na¬ 
tional economy, it is difficult to find 
funding for ne^ed services. 

However, drops in state funds, the 
city’s largest source of revenue, were 
not as significant as the city had pre¬ 
dicted. The finance department had 
already figured these drops into the 
2001/2002 fiscal budget and there 
was less money lost. 

Funds from the state this year will 
go from 3.2 million dollars to 2.7 
million. ‘We did see quite a substan¬ 
tial reduction only we had already 
built that into the budget,” said Debra 
Hoffman. 

Funding for road projects was also 
discussed, particularly for Eureka 
Road, which was turned into a boule¬ 
vard south of Metro Airport during 
the building of the new terminal. In 
1992, the city council passed a reso¬ 
lution that there would be no money 
spent toward improvements to the 
road betv^'een Middlebelt and Vining 
and that state and federal funds 
would cover the cost. 

Community Development Coor¬ 
dinator Tim Keyes believes that the 
city should set aside money for the 
project. “If we deny spending any 
money on that project, it may affect 
all long term projects related to the 
county,” said Keyes. 

Councilman William Crova re¬ 
sponded to Keyes by saying that if 
the county wanted the city to help 
fund a road project in Romulus, they 
usually present a project cost to the 
council and the council would com¬ 
mit to that cost. Eureka Road, accord¬ 
ing to the Councilman, is an excep¬ 
tion. 

“In this case here, this body has 
never given any kind of authoriza¬ 
tion, the county started a project and 
now wants the city to help pay for it,” 
said Crova. Wayne County has asked 
Romulus to fund 500,000 dollars to¬ 
ward the Eureka Road project. 

Final approval for next yearns 
budget will be on May 13. Six unre¬ 
solved issues remain including fund¬ 
ing for additional full time firemen, 
an updated computer system and an 
animal shelter.

Window on Wayne

Guess when you get to write a 
column as long as the Mr Mooradi- 
an has, you’re bound to receive 
some fan mail. Here’s one that I 
think is noteworthy: 

Dear Mr Story. 

TTiis letter is in regards to your 
article published in The W^e Ea- 
^e, “Window on ^\^yne”. 

Bendix Aviation Corporation 
produced airplane carburetors, and 
we also worked on parts of airplane 
motors, boring screw holes (tap) so 
bolts could be inserted. Perhaps 
you have landing struts mixed up 
with the Unistrut CX)rporation? 

Also, the government built Nor- 
wayne Housing Project to house 
military officers and their femilies. 
The officer's were stationed at Old 
Fort \\^e and \\^e County Air- 
port, now Metropolitan Airport, 
where they guarded German pris¬ 
oners of war who were housed 
there during the war (World War 
IT). These prisoners could be seen 
on the grounds of the Romulus 
base behind rows and rows of 
barbed wire fencing. They had 
POW across the backs of their 
prison clothes. 

Tlie Norwayne Housing Project 
was to be demolished after the wai; 
but instead the Government sold 
the homes to whoever wanted 
them. 

A group of six people who 
worked at Bendix compiled this 
letter. I hope it will be informative 
to yoa TTianks for listening: 

Thank you ever so much for this 
pertinent informatioa 

Since I don’t have very much 
space left, I thought I will discus the 
historic Cannons of A^^yne. 

The CJannons were a gift to the 
Village of Wayne, presented to 
Vfayne on April 4,1899, by the Cory 
Post 261 of the Grand Army of the 
Republic as a CM 'Wsr Memorial 

The CJannons were cast at Fort 
Pitt Pennsylvania in 1865. They 
may have never been fired. Their 
use was for coastal defense in forts. 
The Cannons fired a 42 pound 
round of cannon ball 2(XX) yards. 

The Cannons were shipped to 
V^yne by raft. When they arrived

they remained in the fi^eight office 
until money was found for the ship¬ 
ping charges. The guns were set up 
at the Town Square at Main and 
Biddle Streets on the southwest 
corner, where they stayed for 
months until money could be 
raised for a cement base. 

In 1967 with the route of \\^yne 
Road to be changed in the future, 
the cannons were moved to the 
northeast comer of Main and Bid¬ 
dle Streets, in fiont of the Historical 
Museum. 

I recall watching the Cannons 
being moved. I would guess this 
was in 1968 or 1969. The cement 
foundation was broken away to 
move the guns. 

Mac’s Wayne Towing was 
awarded the job of moving the can¬ 
nons The plan was to hook up the 
tow truck and carry the guns 
across the street. A large GMC tow 
truck was brought in for the job 
and hooked up the cannons. When 
the winch was engaged to lift the 
canons, the fix)nt wheels of the ve¬ 
hicle came off the ground and into 
the air so the tmck was standing on 
its rear wheels. The cable was let 
out on the winch and the truck 
touched ground again. 

Three men stood on the fi-ont 
bumper of the truck, and three 
men sat in the front seat and one 
man each stood on the running 
board by the doors of the tmck. 
The added weight held the tmck 
on the ground, however the front 
end was still up high- 

The tmck then drove veiy, very 
slowly across Main Street to the 
new resting place of the cannons. 
Each was taken on its own trip.

Isn’t it Ironic, Inkster Schools on the 
brink, as they honor their best 

As Alanis Morrissette would sing “Is¬ 
n’t it Ironic,” I can’t help but think 
about a major irony — that being the 
Inkster community’s big shindig to 
honor their favorite son, Don Barden, 
while any day they might lose local con¬ 
trol of their schools. 

The state imposed deadline for the 
Inkster Board of Education and the pri¬ 
vate firm they hired to run their schools 
— Edison Inc., was yesterday. A Detroit 
newspaper reported a day earlier that 
Governor John Engler is likely to agree 
with State School Superintendent Tom 
Watkins if he decides to recommend a 
state takeover. 

In other words, it’s here, and it’s likely 
to happen if the two parties can’t agree- 
and by press time the parties hadn’t 
even agreed to agree. 

Disagreements center around con¬ 
trol Edison wants total control when it 
involves operational decision-making. 
The Board wants to be involved when 
large sums of money are spent and ad¬ 
ministrators are hired. Neither side 
wants to give an inch, but in this case 
Edison is holding the trump card. 

And some are already rested to the 
tact that maybe the State could do bet¬ 
ter. Board President Areeda Whitner 
was quoted, “I don’t want to give up lo¬ 
cal control, but if aU we’re going to do is 
sit here and bicker.... If he state can do 
what’s best for our children, that’s fine 
with me.” 

In the meantime, Inkster is set to 
honor its most famous graduate, entre¬ 
preneur Don Barden. He is the guest of 
honor at the Khamalaw H. White Foun¬ 
dation brunch, which will earn thou¬ 
sands of dollars in scholarship money 
for Inkster youth. 
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Barden is 
more than 
deserving of 
the honor. 

Starting his 
career in 
Inkster as a 

small cable operator, he was able to 
land the City of Detroit contract to pro¬ 
vide cable services to all city residents. 
In 11 years that contract parlayed into a 
$900 million a year business making 
Barden Communications the fifth 
largest black-owned business in the 
U.S. 

After selling the cable business Bar¬ 
den began to dabble in the casino busi¬ 
ness. He purchased a small casino in 
Gaiy, Indiana, and then last year pur¬ 
chased Fitzgeralds in downtown Las 
Vegas and Reno. This purchase has ele¬ 
vated Barden to the status of bigtime 
casino operator. 

Barden still may eventually have his 
dream—a casino in downtown Detroit. 
He made a much publicized bid a few 
year’s back when he partnered with 
Michael Jackson in an effort to be one 
of three allowed to operate in our City. 
But differences with Mayor Archer; sent 
the bid south. 

Now through lawsuits filed by an In¬ 
dian tribe, Barden might be back in the 
chase. Wouldn’t that be fitting? Barden 
has done more for Inkster and Detroit 
than MGM and the Motor City owners 
combined. He has no criminal back¬ 
ground and apparently he has the fi¬ 
nancial might to build and operate a 
successful casino. Who better to be 
awarded a license?

Don’t know nothing ‘bout history 


What use is history in a throw¬ 
away society? 

Depends who you ask. If you ask 
my doctoi; shell tell you that history 
can raise a history fanatic’s blood 
pressure. 

Tb be more precise, the results of 
this year’s National Assessment of 
Educational Progress history test 
raised my blood pressure 30 points. 

According to Michael Fletcher in 
the May 10 Washington Post: “Nearly 
six in ten of the nation’s high school 
seniors lack even a basic knowledge 
of U.S. history, a situation that is vir¬ 
tually unchanged after seven years of 
concerted effort to bolster history in¬ 
struction, test results released yes¬ 
terday by the Department of Educa¬ 
tion show.” 

The exam ‘Tound that a stagger¬ 
ing share of American students 
know neither the basic facts of histo¬ 
ry nor understand their impor¬ 
tance,” Fletcher reported. 

Most high seniors didn’t know 
what incident triggered the Vietnam 
Most eighth-graders were unfa¬ 
miliar with the cause of the Revolu¬ 
tionary War. Only 57 percent of 
fourth-graders were aware that the 
Civil V/ar resulted in part from North 
ari3 Sbutli’s difference over slavery. ' 

Perhaps this upset me because I 
was halfway through Robert Caro’s 
Lyndon Johnson: Master of the Sen^ 
ate, a 1,040-page history book, the 
third in a four-volume presidential 
history, when I learned of the poor 
scores. 

Perhaps it upset me because one 


of my dau^ters, infected by my in¬ 
terest in history, plans to major in 
history at University of Michigan 
next year. 

But neither my daughter nor I 
are fEins of a throwaway society. 

Not so with the Plymouth-Can- 
ton schools, where Superintendent 
Kathleen Booher hatched plans to 
throwaway the 85-year-old Central 
Middle School and replace it with a 
sterile building designed to show¬ 
case the latest educational and so¬ 
cial-engineering fads. 

Not so with the 11 Plymouth- 
Canton school candidates, none of 
whom have made an issue about the 
trend to dumb down history in our 
schools, public and private. 

WHiile some valiant Plymouth- 
Canton teachers still teach history, 
the message from the administra¬ 
tion seems to be that history must 
be politically correct, as illustrated 

by Booher’s treatment of former 
Salem student Chris MacKunder, 
who tried to start a critical discus¬ 
sion about Black History Month a 
-few years agO;. orrj- 

Instead of fostering a historical 
discussion, as suggested by a high 
school teacher, Booher forced the 
:^dent to hSke a Tfuim^ pub¬ 
lic apology to an angry crowd for dar¬ 
ing to question whether a separate 
history month was consistent with 
Rev. Martin Luther King’s fight 
against segregation or legal sepa¬ 
rateness, a legitimate historical ques- 
tioa 

Since this was the place for a his- 
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tory instead of brainwashing. I’ll be¬ 
latedly try to fill the gap. In 1896 in its 
Plessy V. Ferguson, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled that “separate but equal 
facilities” were constitutional, legg¬ 
ing segregation in the Deep South, 
prompting African-Americans to 
press for civil rights. In 1954, the 
Supreme Court’s Brown v. Board of 
Education reversed the separate but 
equal concept in the schools, encour¬ 
aging Rev. King to challenge sepa¬ 
rate seating on public buses in 
Montgomery, Alabama in 1955 and 
1956. 

Not only did Booher squash an 
opportunity to learn about the fight 
against segregation, but the stu¬ 
dents (and, I gather, from calls to 
me, area adults) lost a chance to 
learn about King’s later and less' well 
known advocacy of social democracy 
and affirmative action. Turns out, 
Black History Month was-arguabfy 
consistent with King’s later views, 
and students could have learned 
something fi:x)m history. 

But if the National Assessment of 
Educational Progress test is correct, 
a history book is not something to 
learn fix)m, it’s just another piece of 
our past to throw away. 


Is religious freedom already gone? Why can’t government fix our roads? 


The First Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution says, in part, 
“Congress shall make no law re¬ 
specting an establishment of reli¬ 
gion, or prohibiting the fi^e exercise 
thereof; or abridging the fi^edom of 
speech...” 

In the early days of our Republic, 
Chief Justice of the US. Supreme 
Court John Marshall wrote, “the 
power to tax is the power to de¬ 
stroy.” In effect saying that to grant 
the government the power to tax 
churches is a violation of the First 
Amendment. That should have set¬ 
tled things once and for all 

However, as advocates of the bo¬ 
gus concept of a “living constitu¬ 
tion” (whose meaning must change 
with the times) gained ascendancy, 
the government got its foot in the 
backdoor through the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service Code. Churches were 
still exempt from taxes but to get 
the exemption they had to register 
with the IRS under sections 501 and 
508 ifthe IRS Code. 

This gave the IRS the power to 
determine what is or isn’t a “bone 



fide” religion. The ERS has been very 
liberal in granting the exemption 
extending it even to Anton LaVey’s 
Church of Satan in San Francisco. 

However, a number of churches 
have refused to register with the 
IRS maintaining that the First 
Amendment is what gives them the 
exemptioa Finally, the IRS decided 
to intimidate those churches into 
submitting themselves to the juris¬ 
diction of the IRS. They chose the 
Indianapolis Baptist Temple in In¬ 
diana as the test case. 

The Temple had not been with¬ 
holding federal taxes from church 
employees although each employee 
individually filed with the IRS and 
paid the taxes due. The IRS refused 
to accept the payments and re¬ 
turned them to the employees. 
Then the IRS filed a lien on the 


Thmple for withholding taxes due. 

To shorten a long story, after a 
long court battle the ERS prevailed 
and seized the Temple property 
(worth several million dollars) and 
sold it at auction. 

There is a bill currently being 
considered in Congress (HR 2357) 
called, “The Houses of Worship Po¬ 
litical Speech Protection Act.” The 
bill would forbid the ERS from re¬ 
voking the tax-exempt status of a 
church for engaging in political ac¬ 
tivity (a power the IRS claims and 
uses selectively). 

While many supporter of the bill 
are no doubt well intended, what it 
would actually do is ratify ERS juris- 
diction over churches. The IRS 
would be left with the power to de¬ 
stroy a church that failed to register 
to claim the exemption 

The clear and unmistakable 
message of HR 2357 is that what 
the government can permit it can 
also prohibit.

available emergency unity fipom an 
ambulance service. 

Please! The council must debate 
the issue of using more funds to up¬ 
date the fire department! 

Take a look around. Many of the 
fire stations are not even equipped 
with showers. This community de¬ 
mands the protection of a full-time 
fire department. 

As far as a new computer system 
is concerned, I do not under e^/alu- 
ate the need for the need for updat¬ 
ed computers. This city did function 
without computers. As long as a suf¬ 
ficient hard copy has been kept as a 
record, the process may be slowed, 
but it will still continue.

Two candidates will seek the 
Wayne-Westland Board of Educa¬ 
tion seat being vacated by board 
member Theresa Robbins in the 
June 10 election.
